NATIONAL CO-OPERATIVE DEVELOPMENT AND 
WAREHOUSING BOARD 

General Regulations 
CHAPTER I 

In exercise of the powers conferred by section 53 of the 
Agricultural Produce (Development and Warehousing) 
Corporations Act, 1956 (28 of 1956), the National Co- 
operative Development and Warehousing Board, with the_ 
previous sanction of the Central Government, hereby 
makes the following regulations; namely. — 

Short Title, Commencement and Application 

(1) These regulations may be called the National Co- 
operative Development and Warehousing Board General 
Regulations, 1960. 

(2) They shall be deemed to have come into force with 
effect from the 1st of September 1956. 


Definitions 

(3) In these regulations, unless the context otherwise 
requires; 

fa) Board — means the National Co-operative Develop- 
ment and Warehousing Board established under 
section 3 of the Agricultural Produce (Develop- 
ment and Warehousing) Corporations Act, 1956 (28 
of 1956). 

(b) Executive Committee — means the Executive Com- 
mittee of the National Co-operative Development 
and Warehousing Board. 

(c) Chairman — means the Chairman of the Board. 

fd) Vice-Chairman — means the Vice-Chairman of the 
Board. 

(e) Member — means a member of the National Co- 
operative Development and Warehousing: Board or 
the Executive Committee of the Board, as the case 
may be. 

if) Secretary — means the Secretary of the National Co- 
operative Development and Warehousing Board. 

(B) Sub-Committee — means a Sub-Committee appoint- 
ee! by the Board or by the Executive Committee. 

CHAPTER H 

Meeting of the Board and the Executive Committee 

(4) The Board and the Executive Committee may meet 
as often as necessary. 

(5) Ordinarily a notice of 14 days shall be given to the 
members for a meeting of the Board and a notice of 7 
days for a meeting of the Executive Committee. An 
emergent meeting of the Board or the Executive Com- 
mittee may be called at a shorter notice, but such notice 
shall be sufficient to unable every member, who is at the 
time in India, to attend such a meeting. 

(6) A meeting of the Board or the Executive Committee 
shall be convened by the Secretary, in consultation with 
the Chairman of the Board or the Executive Committee, 
as the case may be. The notice for a meeting of the Board 
or the Executive Committee shall be sent to each member 
of the Board or the Executive Committee at his registered 
address, specifying the time, date and place of the meet- 
ing: and shall also specify the business to be transacted. 
No business other than that specified in the notice or of 
which clear seven days’ notice has been given shall be 
transacted at a meeting. But with the permission of the 
authority presiding at the meeting, any other matter may 
be considered. 

Presiding Officer 

(7) The Chairman or, :n his absence, the Vice-Chairman 
or in the absence of both, any member chosen by the 
members present from amongst themselves, shall preside 
at a meeting of the Board or the Executive Committee, as 
the case may be. 

Decision by Majority 

(8) All questions at a meeting of the Board or the 
Executive Committee shall be decided by a majority of 
votes. In case of equality of votes, the member presiding 
shall have a second or casting vote. 

Quorum 

(9) Ten members shall form a quorum for a meeting of 
the Board, while four members shall form a quorum for 
a meeting of the Executive Committee. If there is no 
quorum at any meeting of the Board or the Executive 
Committee, the meeting shall be adjourned. At the ad- 
journed meeting, the business of the last meeting shall be 
conducted irrespective of whether there is quorum or not. 

Place of Meeting 

(10) The meetings of the Board and the Executive Com- 
mittee shall be held at New Delhi or at any other con- 
venient place in India, as may be decided by the Chairman 
of the Board or the Executive Committee, as the case may 
be.. 

Minute Book 

(11) The Secretary shall maintain a minute book in 
which the minutes of the meeting of the Board shall be 
recorded. He shall similarly maintain a minute book in 
which the proceedings of the meetings of the Executive 
Committee shall be recorded. The minutes of a meeting 
of the Board as well as of Executive Committee shall be 
circulated as soon as possible after the meeting for the in- 
formation of the members and shall be placed before the 
next meeting of the Board or of the Executive Committee, 
as the case may be, for confirmation and shall bear the 
signature of the members presiding at that meeting. 
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CHAPTER III 


Fees and Allowances to Members of the Board for Attend- 
ing Meeting 

(12) (i) Each member (other than a Member of Parlia- 
ment or a State Legislature or a salaried officer of 
Government)! shall receive a fee of Rs. 80/- for each meet- 
ing of the Board and a fee of Rs. 25A for each meeting 
of the Executive Committee or a Sub-Committee attended 
by him. 

(ii) In addition, each member shall be reimbursed his 
travelling expenses, for attending the meetings of the 
Board or the Executive Committee or the Sub-Committee 
or in respect of journeys undertaken by him in connection 
with the business of the Board at the following scales: — 

(a) If the journey is performed by air 

One standard fare plus one fifth thereof (*subject to 
a maximum of Rs. 30/-) for incidental expenses 
for each single journey, fin case of air journeys 
involving an overnight halt (either due to non- 
availability of a connecting service or the cancella- 
tion of the connecting service) at an intermediate 
station, for which the Indian Airlines Corporation 
does not provide at its expense, any facility for 
boarding or lodging to the touring member, half 
daily allowance at the rate applicable to that 
intermediate station may be drawn by him in res- 
pect of each such overnight halt in addition to the 
incidental expenses. 

* This has effect from 1,4.1959. 

t This has effect from 15.1.1960. 

(b) If the journey is performed by rail 

One fare for air-conditioned accommodation, if the 
same is availed of or the actual' fare of the class 
by which the Member travels and incidental 
charges at the rate of 6 naye Paise per mile. 

(c) In respect of journeys by road 

50 naye Paise per mile, 

(d) In respect of journeys by steamer 

l-3/5th of fare at the lowest rate of First Class Fare. 

(e) Daily Allowance 

At the rate of Rs. 12.50 naye Paise per diem for each 
day or days of attendance at the meeting at all 

1 places except Bombay and Calcutta, where the rate 
of Daily Allowance shall be Rs. 15/-. 

(iii) A member (other than a Member of Parliament or 
a State Legislature or a salaried officer of Government) 
who is a resident of a place where the meeting of the 
Board or any of its Committee takes place, shall not be 
entitled to any daily allowance but shall be entitled to 
draw actual expenditure on hire of conveyance subject to 
a maximum of Rs. 10/-. 

(13) Members, who are salaried officers of Government 
or a Statutory body shall be entitled to draw travelling 
and daily allowances in accordance with the rules and at 
the rates applicable to them as such officers. 

14. (i> A member, who is a Member of Parliament shall 
also draw T.A./D.A. at the rates prescribed in regulation 
12(ii) but the procedure laid down by the Central Govern- 
ment from time to time will be followed before making 
payment of T.A. Bills. 

(ii) A member, who is a member of any State Legis- 
lature shall be paid T.A. under the Rules of the State 


Government concerned and will be treated as Grade I 
officer of that Government for this purpose during non- 
sitting of the State Legislature. During, the session of the 
State ’Legislature, he will be governed by the relevant 
rules of the State Government concerned. 

CHAPTER IV 

Administration and Conduct of Affairs of the Board 

(15) The Chairman of the Executive Committee may 
pass any orders or perform any act in case of emergency 
or in matters calling emergent action within the compe- 
tence .^f the Board provided that any orders passed or 
action taken under this provision shall be placed for con- 
firmation before the next meeting of the Board or the 
Executive Committee, whichever is earlier. 

(16) The Secretary shall be the Chief Executive Officer 
of the Board and shall be responsible for the efficient con- 
duct of its affairs. 

(17) The Board shall be the authority to sue and be 
sued. 

(18) The Board shall determine from time to time the 
amount of expenditure on the administration of the 
Board. 

(19) The Secretary shall act as “Controlling and Dis- 
bursing Officer” in respect of all funds of the Board and 
shall operate accounts either singly or jointly with any 
Officer of the Board authorised in this behalf by the Exe- 
cutive Committee from time to time and to draw, accept 
and endorse bills of exchange and other instruments in 
the current and authorised business of the Board and to 
sign all other accounts, receipts and documents connected 
with such business. 

(20) The Secretary shall organise and supervise the 
office of the Board, maintain discipline and exercise such 
powers in connection with appointments, promotions, 
termination of service and other disciplinary matters and 
leave of the staff of the Board’s office as may be vested in 
him by the Executive Committee in this behalf. The Secre- 
tary shall also allocate duties to the staff and make such 
other arrangements as may be necessary for the efficient 
discharge of the affairs of the Board. 

(21) Mode of Payment — All payments by and on behalf 
of the Board shall be made by cheques or Bank-drafts 
except for amounts not exceeding Rs. 500/- which may be 
paid in cash from the amount of Imprest sanctioned by 
the Board. 

(22) Common Seal of the Board — The common seal of the 
Board shall not be affixed to any instrument except in 
pursuance to a resolution of'Ihe Board and in the presence 
of at least one member and the Secretary, who shall both 
sign the instrument. Such signing shall be independent of 
the signing by any person as a witness to the instrument. 
Unless so signed an instrument shall have no validity. The 
seal shall remain in the custody of the Secretary. 

(23) Manner and Form in which contracts binding on 
the Board may be executed — Any contract on behalf of the 
Board, which is by law required to be in writing shall 
be signed by any person authorised by the Board in this 
behalf. 

(24) Pleadings etc., by whom to be signed— Plaints, 
written statements, petitions, vakalatnamas, affidavits and 
other documents connected with legal proceedings may be 
signed and verified on behalf of the Board by the Secre- 
tary or any other officer authorised by the Board in this 
behalf.
